Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed on 2/1 2/1 0 has been entered and fully considered. 

2. Claims 1-18 and 20-21 are pending. All independent claims have been 
amended. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. Item G of the Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) submitted on 10/23/2003 is 
not considered because it does not meet the requirements of 37 CFR 1 .98 specifically 
requiring each publication listed in an information disclosure statement must be 
identified by publisher, author (if any), title, relevant pages of the publication, date, and 
place of the publication. 

Item G, Magnold, Stefan et al, "IEEE 802.1 1e Wireless LAN for Quality of 
Service", lacks publication date and to show that item G has not been considered by the 
Examiner a line has been drawn through the citation. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed on 2/12/10, with respect to claims 1- 
18 and 20-21 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 
1-18 and 20-21 have been withdrawn. 
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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

5. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

b. In claim 20, in line 3, the phrase - - associated with an access point - - 
has been added immediately after the phrase "a plurality of client devices". 

c. In claim 21 , in line 7, the phrase - - associated with an access point - - 
has been added immediately after the phrase "a plurality of client devices". 



Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-18 and 20-21 are allowed. 

7. Examiner wants to put on the record that claim 21 reciting an apparatus 
comprising a processor, a storage device, and a communication port and uses an 
access point for classifying, allocating, and determining is fully statutory under U.S.C. 
101 because the specification provides a hardware based access point in Fig. 7 with its 
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own processor as further detailed in the specification in paragraphs 1 31 -1 33 and the 
claim clearly indicates all the steps are done by a processor.
